Questions concerning the legality of 
the Feb. 23 ASHC meeting were raised 
by Mike Foudy, student affairs coor- 
dinator, at that meeting.

Lilly Martinez, 
president, ignored Foudy’s requests 
and conducted the meeting as usual. 

Foudy said that -he ‘‘wouldn’t allow 
any more meetings to be held with this 
number of senators present,’’ and that 
““common sense dictates that there are 
eight senate seats.”’ 

Martinez retorted that ‘‘according to 
the constitution it says-different.’’ 

» Business that was taken caré of was 
the recognition of a new club, the 


house jointly hosted by Hartnell and 
the Salinas Chamber of Commerce on 
March 4.

Before Wells had a chance to com- 
plete the rest of her statement, Mar- 
tinez led. the senate members out of 
the room. 

Foudy spoke as the representatives 
were departing, ‘‘l agree in terms of 
being told what reason there might be, 
but | think that comes more from com- 
mon courtesy than any kind of re-~- 
quirement from the constitution or 
any governmental operating pro- 
cedure.”

Second blackout strikes college

Total darkness. That‘s what many 
students faced as yet another blackout 
struck Hartnell. 

For the second time in three weeks 
the college was plunged into darkness 
along with a large section of Salinas on 
March 5. 

The cause of the problem occured at 
the end of West Market Street. An 
underground cable, possibly old and 
worn out according to a PG&E 
representative, exploded, causing a 


Tuition possible in near future 


Governing board president Gus de 
la Torre told of a proposed tuition for 
community colleges relayed to him at 
a budget seminar in Sacramento. 

Legislative aides told college district 
trustees at the weekend conference 
that bills would be introduced in the 

- legislature giving community. colleges 
the option of charging a tuition of up 
to $100 a year. 

“The state already has said there will 
be no new growth money for. us this 
year, and we will be lucky if we get an 
inflation increase of approximately five 
percent.’’ de la Torre told trustees at a 
Feb. 16 board meeting. 


‘if the five percent inflation increase 
is given, by the time the squeeze factor 
is applied~ to Hartnell, which is a 
relatively wealthy district, we would 
receive more like 4.5 percent,”’ added 
Gibb Madsen, superintendent- 
president. 

A portion of the tuition income 
would be set aside for scholarships. 

Trustee Janice Anderman said that 
community colleges, don’t want to 
charge tuition, but would be forced to 
do so because of a lack of money 
available from the state. 

Anderman also said the message at 
the seminar was that colleges would 


take the ‘‘heat’’ for charging tuition, 
not the legislature. 

Anderman and de la Torre stressed 
difficult decisions will have to be made 
by the board on Hartnell’s critical 
needs while it sets priorities in 
preparation of the fiscal 1983 budget. 

Among the aspects to be examined 
by the board are recreation versus 
education and new ‘ways of funding 
education. 

De la Torre pointed. out, ‘‘We are a 
community college,’ and that ‘‘we 
must focus on our role.’”’ In funding 
education he encouraged members to 
be creative and innovative. 


flash fire which shot above ground, ig- 
niting a power pole and cables. 

The area affected spanned from 
West Market Street to Blanco Road, 
causing some real problems for the 
sewage plant in that area because of 
the uncontrolled rising of the water. 

At Hartnell, most of the classes were 
affected by the power outage. Yet, 
some pressed on diligently. Most of 
the classes in Merrill Hall continued 
with the aid of sunlight through the 
windows and doors. A handful. of 
classes in the CRAC building also con- 
tinued and a few, like Robert Brown- 
ing’s speech class, moved outside 

Campus security was also stepped 
up. Guards patrolled the campus to 
make sure there was no vandalism or 
theft in the darkened rooms. 

The last power outage occured on 
Feb. 19 and affected over 10,000 
PG&E customers in Salinas. 

That outage lasted from 6:05 p.m. to 
7:11 p.m. Most of the classes during 
the first blackout were cancelled for 
the remainder of the night. During the 
recent blackout instructors were to!d 
to cancel class if the lights were not on 
five minutes after class should have 
begun. : 

Complete power was restored to the 
college at about 1:10 p.m.

Scanning over past issues of the Panther Sentinel, | 
noticed an established pattern in ASHC operations. | 
mean besides lacking any degree of class. 

In the Fall semester of 1981, approximately-70 per-

Women learn how to win

Hartnell’s softball team began the 1982 season 
Feb. 16 with an extra-inning victory over West Hills, 
but quickly found the road to be rougher. 

Three straight losses, one to MPC and two to 
Diablo Valley College, showed the Panthers what it 
takes to win — and they did just that in-the second 
game of the Feb. 27 doubleheader against DVC. 


In the season opener in Coalinga, pitcher Debbie _ 


Ford led Hartnell with four RBI's while striking out 
nine Falcons and giving up nine hits. Although the 
Panthers grabbed a six-run lead by the second inn- 
ing, three Hartnell errors in the bottom of the 
seventh sent the 6-6 tie game into extra innings. 

The tie was broken by Pat Thomas’ ninth inning 
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double which knocked in the winning run. 

Two unscheduled games against MPC exposed 
two of the Panthers’ greatest problems: base running 
and utilizing those who are on base. Base running is 
improving, but in the two games, eight Hartnell run- 
ners were thrown out. 

““tfs'* are useless when the scorebook is closed, 
but conceivably Hartnell could have tied and won 
the first game if the tying run hadn’t been thrown 
out at the plate in a fifth inning rally. 

The problem isn’t getting baserunners, it’s making 
them count. Again, in the two MPC games, Hartnell 
stranded eight and 10 runners in the 5-4 and 5-1 
losses. That’s contrasted with MPC’s six and five run- 
ners left on base. 

in the first game, Ford dazzled MPC 
with 11 strikeouts. 

Hartnell’s third loss came when Diablo 
Valley College scored an unearned run in 
the second inning 

The Panthers showed a strong comeback 
in the second game, beating DVC 4-0, 
despite three errors. Strong hitting from 
Deon Dimmick and Linda Conley kept the 
opposition on their toes.

Cuts hurt students | 


Editor, the Sentinel: 

| am writing in response to the White House 
budget proposal for fiscal year 1983, concernin 
cuts in the Education Department. The -p 
cuts in federal student financial aid and vocational 
education programs would force hundreds of 
thousands of students to abandon or change their 
educational goals. 

In a communique dated February 12, 1982 the 
American Association of Community and.Junior Col- 
leges (AACJC) interpreted Congressional passage of 
the proposed budget as resulting in 1) elimination of 
an estimated 135,000 Community, technical and 
junior college students from the Pell Grant Program, 
2) reduction of the Pell Grant Awards of the remain- 
ing 565,000 community college recipients whose in- 
comes are at or below the poverty level, 3) termina- 
tion of assistance for an estimated 100,000 com- 
munity students receiving Supplemental Education 
Opportunity Grants (SEOG), 4) termination of 
assistance for some 16,000 community college 
students receiving National District Student Loans 
(NDSL), and 5) elimination of 29,000 students from 
the College-Work-Study (CWS) Program. 

For the community of Salinas, these cuts would af- 
fect an estimated 50% of Hartnell students. in a 
society that traditionally allows for asociahmobility, 
| view this movement as jeopardizing équal oppor- 
tunity by curtailing the means more widely used 
than by any other. Education must be preserved by 


the people.

McCarty feels that if they can reach 
their true potential, the team should be 
successful. 

Also, the women still have yet to find 
an accomplished diver. 

Said McCarty, ‘We are looking for 
girls who are willing to give it (diving) a 
try so we don’t have to give away those 
points.”’ 

The lack of depth was apparent in a 
dual meet against. Cuesta on Feb. 26. 

Turner, the sprint specialist, was ab- 
sent. This hurt the relay teams and the 
Panthers eventually lost 55-36. 

Schramm was victorious in both. the 
200 IM and the 100-meter backstroke. 

McCarty figures that Turner’s 
presence coupled with an average diver 
should eventually win the title for the 
women. 

The men on the other hand didn’t 
fare as-well against Cuesta.

we're really green,’’ said coach Alex 
Golomeic, “and we've been losing 
because of it.’’ 

And the fact that Golomeic is the 
coach of both the women’s and men’s 
teams doesn’t help the situation: 

“The time that | can spend with each 
team during practice is limited,’’ said 
Golomeic, ‘‘and you can’t keep them at 
practice all day.” 

The lack of experience is predictably 
on the lower half of the ladder. After 
Dan Emmerson and Larry Burk, the top 
and second-seeded players, the team is 
comprised of relative newcomers to 
“team-oriented tennis.’’ 

Both Emmerson and Burk are 
undefeated after six singles matches. 

Emmerson is one of the more deter- 
mined competitors on the squad and he 
has a good shot of finishing among the 
top three or four in the conference, says 
Golomeic. 

Burk, the only freshman on the lad- 
der, has played equally well. But a lack 
of concentration at times, particularly in 
the second games of a match, has 
hindered him. Despite this, his talent 
has kept him in the black. 

But the two have not been able to 
make up for the mishaps of the rest of 
the squad. 

“Our inexperience has really shown 
in the latter part of our matches,” said 
Golomeic, ‘‘but with time, it'll begin to 
fade.”’ 

As of March 2, Mike Urabe and Jim 
Wallace were third and fourth on the 
ladder. But both have been having their 
troubles. 

According to Golomeic, Urabe’s pro- 
blem has been the tough competition 
he has faced, while Wallace just doesn’t 
seem to have the court talent to com- 
pete against other top-seeded players. 

Fred Soria and Ted Ursino’fill the fifth 
and sixth positions on the ladder. Both 
have played well, especially Ursino, 
who has an abundance of raw talent, 
Golomeic says, that will develop with 
experience. 

Things couldn’t be going much better 
for the women’s team. 

The women downed Fresno City Col- 
lege, a division | school, 7-2 Feb. 25 and 
traveled to Aptos the next day to drop 
Cabrillo by the same score.

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“We haven't had a chance to play as 
many games as we would have liked to 
because of the rain,’’ said Teresa. “As a 
consequence, we've been forced to 
scrimmage ourselves most of the time. 

“4n a real game, a pitcher might have 
to go five or six innings. But we only let 
our pitchers go two or three in a scrim- 
mage. Their arms just aren't ready yet to 
handle long-term pitching.” ; 

According to Teresa, concentration in 
the field must also improve. 


“We're a little rusty right now,” said 
Teresa. ‘‘There have been some mental 
errors out ther at times...dropped fly 
balls and that sort of thing. You can’t 
have that.’’ 

But if the Panthers continue to pro- 
duce-runs the way they have in the first 
six games, they should start winning 
consistently, according to Teresa. 


“We're not going to stay down long,” 
said Teresa. ‘‘As long as guys like Danny 
(Teresa) and Randy (Bispo) keep hitting, 
we'll be just fine.’’ 


It has been the bats of Teresa, Bispo, 
Rick Vertz, Mike Capizzi, Fernando 
Caraballo and Doug Nemeth that ‘have 
been responsible for Hartnell’s offen- 
sive powers. 


Teresa, the coach, also expects con- 
trol pitching to. come Hartnell’s way 
soon, especially in the arms of Marty 
Cerna, who recently suffered a minor 
ankle injury, and Greg Raynes. 


But as Teresa sees it, luck will play a 
big part in the success or demise of the 
Panthers. 


“I'd rather be lucky than good,”’ said 
Teresa. ‘’You can have a great game pit- 
ching and fielding and go into the final 
inning in-a scorless tie. Then some guy 
can get lucky and hit the ball out of the 
park and win it. 


“You can’t beat luck...you just can’t. 
But if you’re lucky and good, that’s an 
unbeatable combination!’’ 


And Teresa says that they will have to 
be lucky and good to knock off teams 
like Skyline and Mission, the difending 
state champion.
